SIR, 
I have the honor of transmitting to you, for presentation to Farliament, 
Abstracts of the Births, Marriages, and Deaths registered in New South Wales during the 
year 1861, under the Act 19 Victoria, No. 34. 


The Returns of this year complete a full Quinquennial period. 


The Act came into operation on the ist March, 1856, and consequently the Returns 
for that year being incomplete, will not be noticed in the analysis which it is my intention 
to lay before you in this Report. 


2. It may be well to premise the investigation of the tabular results of the system of 
Registration which has been established, by stating that the experience of more than six 
years fully justifies the arguments which were adduced in favour of a Civil Registry, and 
evidences the wisdom of the Legislature in adopting it. Its utility is so generally admitted, 
that few civilized countries are now to be found in whose system of jurisprudence it has not 
been embodied. Every year has brought forth fresh evidence of its utility in this Colony, 
and has diminished the disfavour with which the measure was first received by many persons 
to whose minds its advantages were not immediately obvious; indeed, the operation of the 
system has become so popular, that constant applications are received for the establishment 
of new offices. 


3. The time would seem now to have arrived when the Central Office should be 
relieved of the duty of registration, and when the City should be divided, as has been 
suggested in previous Reports, into two or more Registry Districts, under Registrars specially 
appointed for the purpose. From distant parts of the City it is a long way for feeble women 
with children in their arms to come to register a birth or a death; and it is probable that 
many births are never registered in consequence. I would therefore recommend that Sydney 
be divided into two Districts, to correspond with the Mlectorates, and proper persons placed 
in charge of them, who will, as the Country Registrars do, make Quarterly Returns of all 
Births, Deaths, or Marriages registered by them to the Central Office. To effect this desir- 
able change legislative interference will probably be necessary, the office of District 
Registrar for Sydney having been, under the 4th section of the Act, vested in the Registrar 
General. 
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4. The Census taken on the 7th April, 1861, enables me to correct the estimated 
population of previous years, and to make a more accurate comparison of the rates of 
mortality in each of the five years. It also enables me to compare the different classes of 
districts one with the other, and to test the relative salubrity or insalubrity of each class. 


5. The actual number of Births, Marriages, and Deaths registered during the year 1s 
shewn in the Table at foot marked A. 


The Table exhibits the number of registrations in each quarter of the year, distin- 
guishing separately those effected in Sydney, those effected in the Suburban Districts, and 
those effected in the Country Districts, respectively. 

By this Table it will be seen that the total number of births registered during the 
year was 14,681—namely, 7,508 boys, and 7,178 girls; 3,222 marriages were celebrated, 
that is, 6,444 persons were married - and the deaths of 5,343 persons, viz., 3,802 males and 


2,041 females, were recorded. 
The addition of 26,468 new names to the National Records has thus been effected. 


6. It may here be interesting to state that the names of no less than 145,208 
persons, or 41°11 per cent., of the population, have been recorded in the Registers since the 
establishment of a Civil Registry, and that nine-tenths of the entries of births and deaths 
are complete in all the particulars required to be registered.* 


The records of the marriages are defective, not, I believe, from any indisposition on 
the part of persons at the time of the ceremony to give the particulars necessary to com- 
plete the entry, but from a defect in the form of marriage certificate prescribed by the Act. 
The records of marriages are therefore not so circumstantial as those relating to births and 


deaths, and therefore not so valuable.

1,000, of the population, and exceeding the births in England by 0-910 per cent., or rather 
over 9 in every 1,000.

The fairness of the comparison with Victoria based upon the Returns for seven years, 
and embracing the two first years registrations in that Colony, being open to question, we 
will take the results of the five latter years, 1856 to 1860, and compare them with New 
South Wales.

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To each 100 boys there were only 95:5 girls born; or putting the comparison in 
another form, to each 1,000 girls there were 1,047 boys born. 

The addition to the population by the excess of births (14,681) over deaths (5,343) 
was at the rate of 2-64 per cent. or rather over the average (2°04) of the four previous 
years (1857 to 1860). 

The actual number of births registered in 1861 in the Colony exceeded those 
registered in the previous year (14,233) by 448. In the City of Sydney the births registered 
in 1861 (2,326) were less by 23 than were registered (2,849) in 1860, and less by 52 than 
were registered (2,875) in 1859. ' 

In the Suburban Districts there was an increase of 21 on the births of the preceding 
year, and of 25 on those of 1859; whilst in the Country Districts there was an increase of 
A450 on the births of 1860, and of 293 on those of 1859. 

The Table at foot, marked B, exhibits the numbers of births registered in each 
quarter of the year, for the five years from 1897 to 1861, together with the ratio per 1,000 
living in the middle of each year re-adjusted by the results of the late Census. 

In Sydney the two Summer quarters, October to March, were less prolific in births 
(1,025) than the Winter quarters, April to September (1,301), by 276. 

In the Suburban Districts the births of the Summer quarters (841) were less by 
156 than those of the Winter quarters (997), whilst in the Country Districts the births 
registered in the two periods are very nearly equal, the Summer births (5,266) exceeding 
the Winter births (5,201) by 1. 

Taking the whole Colony, the Summer quarters (7,182) numbered fewer births 
than the Winter quarters (7,049) by 417. 

10. The illegitimate children registered numbered 458, or 3°12 per cent., of the 
whole number of children born, and 6 less than in the previous year. 

The proportion of births out of wedlock in England in 1860 to the total number of 


children born, was 6-4 per cent.

27-79 per cent, in Sydney; 198, or 6:14 per cent., in the Suburban Districts ; and 2,180, 
or 66°10 per cent., in the Country.

13. The number of deaths registered during the year amounted to 5,343, viz., 3,802 
males, and 2,041 females. 


arreneAN Aone This is a decrease of no less than 1,219 deaths, or 18-58 per cent., on the mortality 
Harel with for- (6,062) of the preceding year, a year marked by the ravages of a very severe influenza 
a es epidemic, followed by measles, which proved fatal to a large number of children. It is, 
moreover, less by 3890, or 7:0 per cent., than the average mortality (5,733) of the four years, 
1857 to 1860, and below the average (5,457) of the three years, 1857 to 1859—distinguished 


by no extraordinary exciting causes—to the extent of 114 deaths, or 2:1 per cent. 


The deaths were at the rate 1:51 per cent. on the population, at the middle of the 
year, or | in 66—the average of the previous year having been at the rate of 1 in 50, and 
of the three years before that—1857 to 1859—at the average rate of 1 in 57 of the popula- 
tion. These facts afford remarkable evidence of the healthfulness of the past year, and on 

reference 
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reference to the Table at foot marked H, will shew that the decreased mortality is not con- 
fined to either town, suburbs, or country, but is apparent throughout.

In this statement I have taken the numbers ascertained by the Census, without 








allowing for the increase by excess of births over deaths to the middle of the year, that 
is, from 8th April to 380th June. No appreciable effect upon the calculations would be 
produced were this done, and none whatever upon the relative proportion of deaths to the 
population of each division, which it is my object to illustrate and compare, since it will 
be seen that, between the calculation of the per centage of deaths on the total population 
of the entire Colony by the Census and that adjusted for the middle of the year—see 
Clause 12—the difference is only 9:02 per cent. 


15. The results of this inquiry shew that the seven districts comprising the South- 
eastern Division claim the first rank in point of salubrity, the mortality having been at the 
rate of 0:98 per cent. less, or just one-half that of the Metropolitan Division, and 0-12 per 
cent. below that of the next lowest class. 


The three districts forming the North Midland Division, comprising the table-land 
of New England, come next in salubrity, being 0°80 per cent. below the Metropolitan Division. 


The nine districts of the West Midland Division come next, shewing 0°71 per cent. 
below the Metropolitan Division. 


The sixteen districts of the North-eastern Division take the next rank, being 0°68 
per cent. under the Metropolitan. 


The ten districts of the South Midland Division are 0°65 per cent. below the 
Metropolitan. Then follow the thirteen Hast Midland districts, the five South-western, and 
the six North-western districts, shewing respectively a rate of mortality 0:29, 0-26, and 
0:23 below that of the Metropolitan Division. 


16. The results of one year, however, being an unsafe guide by which to determine 
the relative effects of the climate, occupations, and habits of the people residing within 
certain defined limits, upon the duration of human life judged by the Returns of Mortality, 
I have prepared a Table to shew the rate of mortality in the several divisions in each of the 
five years from 1857 to 1861. 

From this Table, which will be found in the Appendix, marked B 2, the following 
results have been elicited, namely,—that in every 1,000 inhabitants the average annual 
mortality of the five years, without using decimal points, has been as nearly as possible as 


follows, viz. :—

17. In this analysis the South-castern Division (embracing the Southern Coast Analyms ol ite 
Districts) maintains the first rank, the South Midland, lying immediately behind them, ment, 
exhibiting a difference of only one ina thousand. The North Midland Division (or New 
England table-land) also maintains a favourable comparison, being only one behind the 
South Midland. From which facts a conclusion may be very fairly drawn in favour of 


the greater healthfulness of the districts enjoying a cooler temperature. 


The North-eastern, West Midland, and North Western Divisions, although differing 
materially in climate and, to some extent, in the nature of the occupations of the people, 
seem to hold a position pretty equal with relation to each other, yet to the extent of one 
in a thousand lower than the division first named. 


The South-western Division, embracing the extensive pastoral districts on the 
borders of the Murray and Murrumbidgee, and the whole of the Darling, from Fort Bourke 
downwards, maintain a rank somewhat inferior to those last named, and 5 in 1,000 below 
the South-eastern Division. 


The East Midland Division exhibits a result for which I was not prepared, and for 
which I can only account by the fact of its embracing a larger urban population, where the 
number of children is in excess of what it is in the more sparsely populated districts, and 
to a great extent, probably, the result may be ascribed to the public institutions for the 
relief of the lunatics and orphans, and infirm and destitute in the towns of Parramatta 
and Liverpool, which doubtless coutribute to swell up the mortality returns at those places. 


To all these causes doubtless the Metropolitan Division is indebted for its position 
at the bottom of the list, which is found to exhibit a mortality more than double that of 
the South-eastern and South Midland Divisions, and six in a thousand more than that of 


the East Midland Division last adverted to. 
18. The mortality amongst children under five years of age compared with the total Infantile mor- 
deaths is shewn in the following Table, viz. :— a

The rate of infantile mortality for the City is lower by 5°99 per cent. than it was 
in 1860, and by 5-29 per cent. than the average of the three preceding years—1807 to 
1859. 

The rate in the Suburban Districts is 0°65 per cent. higher than in 1860, and 
2-33 per cent. lower than the average of the preceding years. 

The rate in the Country Districts is higher by 2°35 per cent. than it was in 1860, 
and by 2°74 per cent. than the average of the three previous years. 

The Table at foot* will shew the death rate per cent. of children under five years 
to the total deaths from 1857 to 1861. 

The cause of the larger proportional Suburban mortality amongst children is the 
larger number of births to the population. 

19. It scems to me to be unnecessary to extend the inquiry further on the present 
occasion; all the prominent and most interesting results for the quinquennial period have 
been brought under review, and each succeeding year will add to the value and interest of 


the records.

River, and by that river downwards to the confluence of Weeny Creek; thence by a line 
southerly to the north-western corner of the Wilberforce Common, by the western 
boundaries of that common, W. Singleton’s 92 acres, and T. Cheap, EH. Loveday, 
D. Sullivan, and J. White’s 100 acres, to the Hawkesbury River, by that river downwards 
to the point opposite the eastern boundary of the Parish of Ham Common; thence across 
the river to that boundary, and by that boundary to Rickaby’s Creek, at the crossing of the 
Blacktown Road; thence by a line south-easterly to the confluence of the Grose and 
Hawkesbury Rivers; on the south by the Grose River upwards to where a line from Mount

boundary of the Parish of Ham Common ; thence crossing the river to that boundary, and 
by that boundary southerly to Rickaby’s Creek at the crossing of the Blacktown Road, and 
by that road to Hastern Creek; and on the east by Eastern Creek to the north boundary of 
the Parish of Prospect, near the confluence of Breakfast Creek, by that boundary bearing 
east to the Old Windsor Road, and by that road and the Windsor Road to its junction with 
the Pitt Town Road, at Vinegar Hill; thence by a line bearing north-easterly to William 
Suttor’s grant of 50 acres on the north road to Wiseman’s Ferry, by that road to the south- 
west angle of the Parish of Frederick, and by the south-east boundary of that parish to the 
Hawkesbury River aforesaid.
